at that time wfas made stable by in-; 
'tconational agreement. 
Exchange 
has 
dropped since peace was

d a re d and no effort is any longer j 
made by governments to stimulate 
trade. 
The re-ult is that fewer goods are 
being sent to America now than d u r ­ 
ing the war, according to import­ 
ers. 
This 
applies 
especially 
to 
manufactured 
products, 
such 
as 
tools, small machines, clothing m a ­ 
terials and perfumes. 
Many New York importing houses 
which specialized iii European goods 
are now almost without a business. 
Some would elo-e their doors, it is 
-aid, if it wore not for the hoi*? that 
conditions wall improve very soon, 
when labor conditions in Europe and 
trade flows this way again. 
Incidentally, importers expect that 
the Germans will be the first to get 
their goods back into the market- 
in great Quantities.
